THE BILL AS PASSED, 


The long contest in the United 
States Senate over the Chinese Bull, 
after extending throughout its eighth 
legislative day, was brought to a tri- 
umphant conclusion last evening by 
the rejection of ali injurious amend- 
ments and the passage of the measure 
by a decisive majority of r two 
te one. 

The details of the day’s proceedings, 
including as fall a synopsis as time 
and space will permit of, the notably 
brilliant h of Senator John I. 
Jones, are given in the reports. An 
analysis of the final vote shows that 
29 were recorded in favor of the bill 
in the shape in which it passed, and 
that 15 were recorded against it, leav- 
ing 14 members of the Senate unac- 
counted for. 

It issimple justice to add that all 
the Pacific coast Senators have from 
the first labored unceasingly, in pri- 
vate as well as in public, to gain the 

victory, and that without their earn- 
est, intelligent and able efforts, of 
every description, the bill would cer- 
tainly been shorn of its mest vital fea- 
tures, or defeated outright. It only 
remains to be mentioned on this poiot 
that Miller’s management of the bill 
throughout the various stages of the 
discussion, aided by the tact.and good 
judgment of Farley and Jones, as his 
chief advisers, has been all that could 
be desired. Jones’ speech, which 
brought the debate punctually to a 
close yesterday, and which was wholly 
extemporaneous, is regarded as one of 
the ablest Senatorial efforts of recent 
years, It was listened to by the ful! 
Senate with close attention from the 
beginning tothe end. At the conclu- 
sion Jones received an ovation of con- 

gratulations and compliments from the 
Senators. On every hand, including 
even Hoar of Massachusetts, who had 
been made to suffer the most from his 
quickly showeted blows of relentless 
logic and good-natured tyranny. 

The bill as passed differs from the 
measure reported by the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, and telegraphed 
January 27th, only in the following 
particulars: It is to-go into effect in 
90 days after the ¢nactment instead of 
60. The second section is amended 
to make the fine not more than 8500 
for any master of a vessel who shall 
knowingly bring to this country any 
Chinese laborer during the period of 
suspension. The fourth section is 
amended by providing that the cer- 
tificate of registration of those who re- 
sided in the country on the 17th of 
November, 1880, and who have since 
gone to China, shall be properly vised 
by endorsement of the proper diplo 
matic representative or consul of the 
United States, as required in the caso 
of pass-ports. 

By the fifth section of this Act, the 
last fourteen words of the fifth section, 
were stricken out on motion of 
Brown, of Georgia, as puperfacus. 
They provided that pass-ports should 
be produced to proper authorities of 
the United States, whenever lawfully 
demanded. 

The fifth and sixth sections are also 
amended by providing that the requi- 
site sigaature of the bearer of the pass- 
port or of a Chinaman to be regis- 
tered may be made by his mark if 
attended by a competent witness. The 
fourteenth section is amended by pro- 
viding that the removal of Chinamen 
from a district which they have un- 
lawfully entered shall be to the place 
from whence they came. 

Finally, the following important 
sections are added to the Bill, the 
first being Farley's amendment and 
the second Grover's: 

Section sixteen—That hereafter no 
State Court or Court of the United 
States shall admit Chinese to citizen- 
ship, and all laws in conflict with this 

Act are hereby repealed. 

Section seventeen—That the words 
„Chinese laborers ” wherever used in 
this Act shall be construed to mean 
and Chinese engaged in mining.

the Whole, Ingalls again moved to 
limit the snspension of the coming o. 
Chinese laborers to ten years. Jones 
(Nev.), said this limit would hardly 
have the effect of allaying the agita- 
tion on the subject, as the discussion 
would be resumed in two or three 
years, and teu years, he feared, would 
not even be long enough period to 
enable Congress, intelligently, to base 
upon it any future policy. Miller, of 
California, also urged that a shorter 
period would not measureably relieve 
the business interests of the Pacitic 
Slope, inasmuch as while the immi- 
grants who were so much desired 
would not come there if they believed 
the Chinese were to be again admitted. 
The amendment was lost—20 to 21. 
The question recurred on the final pas- 
sage of the Bill. Edmunds closed the 
debate. He said he would vote against 
the bill as it now stood, because he 
believed it to be an infraction on good 
faith, as pledged’ by the last treaty, 
and because he believed it injurious 
to the welfare of the people of the 
United States, and particularly to the 
people of the Pacific Coast, 
venting the development of our great 
trade with China.

Senate then adjourned.

| Ep, Gazerre: Agreesble to prom- 
ise,{ send you a few observations taken 
on a hurried trip through to this fa- 
vored section of California. I left 
San Francisco on the 4th ult. on the 
N. P. R. R steamer Donahue, and 
after a delightful trip across the bay, 
which never fails to be interesting, 
madea halt at the Sonoma landing, 
whence a little narrew gauge is built 
to Sonoma, and before the steamer 
proceeded, we saw the little engine 


with a baggage and passenger car,

Our next landing place was 
Donahue. There we took the cars of 
the N. P. R. K,, leaving Petaluma to 
‘our left, and soon arrived in Santa 
Rosa, the County Seat of Sonoma 
county, and a beautiful town, well 
laid out, and bearing the stamp of 
thrift aud prosperity. It is one of 
the oldest..settlepents in this part of 
the State, and some ‘of fte public 
buildings show age and decay, and 
might well be replaced by new ones.

Here, and the fragrance of the loveli- 
est of roses and other early flowers, 
fills the air. A limited stay will not 
admit of a detailed deecription, and | 
will reserve this for a future letter. 
We take the cars, and after a short 
ride through green fields and orchards 
in bloom, arrive at Healdsburg, 
where our stay is very short, but 
from the best information I learn that 
-here, as well as most all other places 
in this section, business is not retro- 
gradiog, bot stwadily improving. At 
8 eblock in the evening we arrived in 
Cloverdale. Having visited this town 
ten years Fer I was surprised at the 
change. From alittle hamlet then, 
it has now grown to a thrifty town of 
some six hundred inhabitants. 
Houses—and substantial ones—are 
going up, and vineyards and orchards 
surround it in all directions, and to 
& casual observer prosperity seems to 
attend all. The old United States 
Hotel of this place has just chan 
hands, and its late proprieter, Mr. 
Gerkhart, took fourteen thousand del- 
lars cash for the proper ay. The 
house is kept in excelrent order, and 
the table is No. 1. At Cloverdale we 
take the stage for Ukiah. The ribbons 
are handled by Ton. Foss, son of an old 
stage man, well known through all 
these parts. The road follows the 
Ukiah river thr a long and wind- 
ing canyon, full of pictaresque views 
for 20 miles.

A Physician Who Ghought the Measles 
was Smalipox., 

The Cali lets the cat out of the bay 
at last. It says an incident, io itself 
ludicrous, but in its results fatal, re- 
cently occurred on the Central Pacific 
railroad. A case of measles appeared 
in one of the cars of an emigrant 
train. A physician carefully exam- 
ined the passenger on whom the rash 
had appeared, and, wisely shakiug his 
head, pronounced the disease small- 
pox. He declared that everyone on 


the train must be vaccinated, except 
those wh had been vaccinkted' but a 
‘short time previods. 

The car was quarantined and the 
citizens of Boca were much excited 
and held a tewn ere to consider 
means to prevent the dread disease 
reaching their town. The citizens ap- 
pointed two guards to continually 
watch the car, to see that no passenger 
left it. These guards were armed with 
repeating rifles, and remained at a 
respectful distance from the car, 
with their pieces loaded ready 
for action. For three days the unfor- 
tunate passengers remained in this 
condition. On the second day the 
small supply of water lett in the car 
was exhausted. The provisions were 
very ecarce, and the terrors of bunger 
aod thirst stared the emigrants io the 
face. When night came some of the 
men said that they were going to get 
water, and would risk their chances of
